fuperior Oificer fhail think fit. °° * R 

Suppofe, upon Purchafe, the Perfon was to 
hold his Office dum beste fe gefferit, as long as 
he behaves himfelf- well, juftly, and ‘honeitly, 
in it, *tis' yet aweak’and flender Tenure. He. 
has ‘a ftrong Coat indeed, that no Body can 
pick Holes in it.’ And there are enough to 
thove others out, to get themfelvesin... 

He that buys himfelf into, an Office, ig a 
Fool in*parchafing an uncertain Title; and 
he muft be a Knave for many Reafons of In- 
tereft, he muft cheat, to reimburfe himfelf his 
Purchafe-Money ; he ‘muft' clieat, ‘to com- 
poutid the Matter, if he be'found out, and to 
make Provifion for old Age and his Family. 
Thefe are the. neceflary Confequences of buy- 
ing and felling of Offices. Se phe 
~ If your Right to your Office, be by Pur- 
chafe, it is no more certain, than if it were 
by Gift; for the Perfon you bought of, per- 
haps had no Right to fell, andif upon Change 
of the’ chief Officer, you have not Money to 
purchafe a-Continuation, you muft out. 
Therefore rather come in by Intereft, than
